The game of mancnla may ho said to 


be tho national game of Africa. It is 
most closely associated with that conti- 
nent. It is found among all tho tribes 
and is an evidence of the essential unity 
that underlies all tho African r;u:es. 
Among tho Ahys.sininns it is played liy 
nil classes, from the kins to tho pcuNant. 
It is the favorite aimisemcut of tho 
negroes at Benin, on the west- rniint. It 
is well known among tho initives (if 
Bombay, in Java, in (/nylon, in tho 
Maldivo islands and in the Mal;iy pen- 
insula. 
Iu Syria and Palestino cup 


marked stonos used iu thisgainn are not 
infrequently found in old ruins. It is 
played by tho Drusc.s with holos mado 
in a plunk of wood, and this is tho com- 
mon form of tho instrument in Jerusa- 
lem and throughout Syria, whero it may- 
be seen continually played in tho cafes 
by the visitors. The children iu Egypt, 
Nubia and Syria play it iu holes exca- 
vated in tho ground, and when two 
travelers meet on tho way they fro- ] 
quently rest and extemporize a board of 
holes d\sg in tho hard path and proceed 
to play with the pebbles they gather on 
tho spot. 


In Palestine and Egypt tho .shells 


used in tho game are brought from tho 
shores of tho Red sea, while in Damas- 
cus pebbles arc employed which pil- 
grims collect in a certain valley ou tho 
way homo from Mecca. Games of haz- 
ard are prohibited by the Mohammedan 
religion, but mancala is considered a 
game of fa to or skill and is therefore 
tolerated, and in all likelihood it is 
diffused by tho pilgrimages from Mecc;i 
throughout tbo Mohammedan world to 
the utmost linm.s of Arab culture.—

The dust and 
disease germs that are continually fly- 
ing through the air cannot help but 
settle on meat thus exposed. The water 
supply should be looked after closely. 
Cisterns should be examined to see that 
they do not leak.

The resolution is a practical reaf- 


firmation of tnat of Stanley Matthews 
In 1878, and is as follows: 


That nil the bonds of Iho United States, 


Issued or atithorlzoil to lie Issued under the 
ciild acts of congress hereinbefore recited, 
are payable, prliicliuil anil Interest, nt the 
option of the government of the United 
States In silver dollars of tue coinage of 
the United States containing -512'/j grains 
each ot standard silver; -and thnt to restore 
to Its coinage such silver coins ns a legal 
tender In payment of said bonds, principal 
and interest, Is not In violation of the pub- 
lic faith nor In derogation of the rights of 
the public creditor." 


All Amendments lie Tented. 


All efforts to amend the resolution 


were voted down by majorities rang- 
ing from 5 to 29. The first vote was 
to lay on the table the amendment de- 
claring i*. to be the duty of the govern- 
ment to maintain the parity. 
Carried 


—yeas, 48; nays, 37. 


The second vote was on the Lodge 


nmendTneht declaring for the payment 
of bonds in gold. Defeated—24 to 53. 


The next vote was to lay on the ta- 


ble Mr: Qut-y's amendment to make 
bonds and 
obligations 
payable 
in 


money of the highest value. 
Carried 


—yeas, 47; nays, 31. 


The next vote was to lay on the ta- 


ble Mr. Hoar's amendment that obli- 
gations of Oe government should not 
be paid in depreciated money. Carried 
—42 to 32. 


The next vote was to lay on the table 


Mr. Spooner's 
amendment declaring 


for the gold standard until an interna- 
tional agreement was obtained for sil- 
ver coinage. 
Carried—44 to 33. 


The Spooner amendment is the finan- 


cial plank of the Republican platform 
adopted at St. Louis. 


The events of the day leading up to 


tbe final vote were full of interest and 
Importance. ' It was a field day for the 
orators of the senate, no less than 25 
senators embracing the opportunity to 
epeak upon the subject under discus- 
sion. 


JJnbate Was Interest iiijr. 


That the debate was interesting was 


attested by the attendance in the gal- 
leries, which were crowded through- 
out the day; and that it was important 
was evidenced by the statements of 
several of the speakers that the discus- 
sion was but the preliminary align- 
ment of the great political parties for 
the contest of 1900. 


From 10 a. m. until 7 p. m. the con- 


test was continued. When the voting 
began it was evident that party lines 
were being broken on both sides of 
tbe chamber, but it was on the substi- 
tute offered by Mr. Lodge of Massachu- ' 
setts that the most decided break oc- 
curred. 


On the Republican side Mr. Allison 


of Iowa and Mr. Burrows of Michigan 
did not answer to their names on that 
rollca.ll, and many of the Republicans 
voted directly against it. 


Upon the final passage of the resolu- 


tion some Republicans who supported 
McKinley and the St. Louis platform 
in 1S96, like Carter of Montana. Chan- 
dler of New Hampshire, Clark of Wy- 
oming and Wolcott of Colorado, voted 
for the resolution hecause, as Mr. Wol- 
cott announced, they did not believe 
the resolution committed those w'lo 
supported it to the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver.

The dead body of J. J. Korn, 


young man who hag been tunning 


•drug store at Oak Hill, was found at 
South Portsmouth this morning. 
The 


body was lying by the 0. & O. railroad 
track, about two hundred yards east of 
the passenger depot and near the resi- 
dence of Mrs. Joan Thompson. 


The ghastly discovery was made by 


three small 
boys—"Burl" 
Cooper, 


Bam Biooker »nd "Gene" 
Cooper. 


They were coming down the traok 
when they saw a man lying a few feet 
from the road-bed. 
He waa lying on 


his left side and the boys saw npon 
coming closer that he was dead. 
They 


at once gave the alarm, Sam Broober 
going to the post-office and getting a 
crowd of men. The 
body was Iffc 


lying where it was found until Coroner 
Dr. E. M. Sellarda could arrive from 
Qreenup. 
He reached South Ports- 


mouth about 9:30 o'clock and at once 
ordered the body removed to the O. & 
O. freight house. 
An examination of 


the body showed no marks of violence 
and that the man had evidently 
dead six or eight hours. 


It was learned by a Times reporter 


that the dead man's name was 
Korn. 
His home originally was 


lersburg, Holmes county. He 


which bad been used, was also found. 
A number of pencils and trinkets wers 
found, together with $37.15 in silver 
and sixteen cocpera. 
No marks of vio- 


lence were visible. 
Coroner Sellards 


and Dr. Titus, who was present also, 
were inclined to think from what they 
coold Ifatn that the unfortunate man 
had taken an overdose of cooonine. His 
peculiar notions all seemed to indicate 
this. 
A coroner's jury was impaneled. 
It 


consisted of Charles Zuharg, Chas Mo 
Allister, John H. Burton, 
Miltton 


Cooper. W. P. Miller and Dick Mott. 
Theywere taken to the O. & O. office 
and evidence of those who bad seen the 
inun during bii elay in this oity was 
taken. 
The jniy finished its labors 


about noon and returned a veidict o) 
death from an unkown cause. There 
is no doubt, however, that while under 
the influence of cocoaine, Korn was 
froz-.n to death. There was no evidence 
to show that he had been drinking 
heavily. 
In thii connection the point 


of the liability of the O. & O. for the 
action of Conductor McClond in put- 
ting the man off the train comes up. 
Korn had money and could have paid 
bis fare. 
The oonduotor meant well 


and took precautions to save Korn, but 
had he a right to refuse to carry the 
man when he had the cash with him to 
pay his way? That is a question the 
courts may have to settle. 


FRIENDS ARRIVE. 


A dispatch was sent to Oak Hill this 


morning to John H. Jones, from whom 
Korn had purchased the drug store. He 
came down on the B. & O. S-W. at 
10:25, accompanied by J. K. Korn, of 
Millersbnrg, Holmes county. 
The lat- 


ter is an uncle of the unfortunate young 
man and was ^telegraphed to come to 
Oak Hill to straighten out his nephew's 
affairs. 
They had the body removed 


to Daebler's undertaking establishment 
and prepared for shipment to Millers- 
burg. 
It will be taken there tomorrow 


morning at 5:15 on the N. & W. 


Mr. Korn said his nephew waa be- 


tween twenty-three and 
twenty-five 


been years of age. 
He was bom and raised 


4fln Millerabarp. His mother lives there, 


his father being dead. 
He was always

The 


business did not pay, or Korn was a 
poor manager, and he became deeply 
involved financially. He raieeed what 
money he oonld and Friday morning 
left Oak Hill saddenly, Doming to this 
city. 
He owed the J. F. Davis Ding 


Co., The Scanfcon & Balmert Co. and 
others in thia oity. He called on the 
Davis Drug company yesterday, but 
was 
either under the influence of 


liquor or ciiugs and they could not do 
any business with him. This was about 
noon. 


The iiext seen of youns; Korn was 


about half-past two o'clock, 
when 


Howard|Boughner, a printer employed 
on "The News," saw him oome out of 
the Biggs House sample room and start 
towards the O. & O. fetry. 
Boughnei 


crossed on the sarae trip. On the ^boat 
Korn noted very queerly. 
He dropped 


a box of oigars on the deck and they 
Boattered about, 
Boughner 
picked 


them up and took the man in the cabin 
and laid him on a benob. 
When the 


boat rcaoheoT the 
Kentucky 
shore, 


Bougbner, 
Jim Corwin and Frank 


Cunningham, two Indian Run boys, 
carried Korn up to the passenger depot. 
He was drowsy and almost in a coma- 
tose condition. 
When roused he would 


become very fierce and rave about some- 
body wanting to "do" him up. 
The 


O. & O. operator, Charley Glookner, 
and Boughner workad with the man 
all the afternoon. 


At one time Korn took out bis 


pooket-book and dropped it on the floor. 
Mr. Glookner picked it up to take cnrt 
of it. 
In it was $320 in momy and a 


oheok for $2.80, besides several notes. 
A note showed that he had drawn $315 
from the Oak Hill bank January ^25th, 
leaving twenty-four cauts to his credit. 
The oneeok for §2.80 waa given by J. 
W. Allard, of Jackson, and dated Jan- 
uary 25th. 


Mr. Glockner went off duty at 6 


o'clock and turned his charge over to 
Night Operator Humphreys. 
The lat- 


ter arranged to hava Korn brought to 
thia side of the river, but he refused to 
come. 
While they were talking with 


him the accommodation, dne at 7:10, 
palled in and Korn wantet1 to board it, 
but the operator tried to keep him oO 
the train. 


"Where do yon want to go?" queried 


the operator. "Ibis train 
gees to 


Huntington " 
"I want to go to H—1" said Koru, 


as he sprang on _the train. 
Conductor 


MoOloud put him off and locked the 
door of the ooacb, but Korn got on the 
other end of the train. 


The pext beard of the man at South 


Portsmouth was about 8 o'clock, when a 
message carae 
from Conductor Mc- 


lond from Mt. Zion, stating that he 
had put the fellow off about one hun- 
dred and fifty yards from 
the South

depot, 
and 
for

Humphreys to look after him. Mr. 
Humphreys went up the £track a short 
distance, but failed to see any one. 
Supposing that somebody had taken 
him in, he returned to the station. The 
next heard oJ the man was when the 
small boys found his dead body about 
two hundered yards east of the depot 
this morning 
Tbe train man had put 


him off opposite John Bolandei's resi- 
dence, about two hundred yards east of 
where the body was found, and he had 
evidently staggered back that far. 
CORONEK SELLARD'S INQUEST. 


Coroner Sellards went through the 


dead man's pockets and finnd *a qnart 
bottle of gin, about nine tenths full. A 
small bottle of cocaine, about half of 


drink or smoke and he was always con 
sidered a model young man. 


Mr. Koin said the dead boy had been 


troubled with pains in his head since 
he was small and was in ihe habit of 
taking chloral and coooaine to relieve 
the paiu. 
He thought this was the 


case yesterday. 
He declined to make 


any statement in reference to 
his 


nephew's 
financial 
troubles 
Mr. 


Jones also declined to say more than 
that there were some financial diffi- 
culties. 


Mr. Korn deolaieJ that he would 


bring the O. &.O to account for put- 
tiug his nephew off the trjin. 
He 


thought thay were liable. 


FROM OAK HILL. 


The Times telephoned to. Oak Hill 


for information about Korn. 
It waa 


learned that Korn was well liked in 
the village and bad good habits, ex- 
cept for being possibly addicted to the 
cocoaine or opium habit. 
He came 


there last June'as oleik and later 
bought the store. About a month ago 
he closed his store suddenly and disap- 
peared for several daya. 
Friday morn- 


ing closed his store and said he was 
going to Cincinnati over the C. & O., 
60 be gone some time. 
Theii a tele- 


gram waa sent to Kerns' uncle. So far 
aa known in Oak Hill Korn's [financial 
affairs were in good shape.
